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OU's Interest 


Aid Program

Decision time on whether to 
initiate the College Werk-Study 
Program included in the Eco- 
nomic Opportunity Act of 1964 
(the Anti-Poverty Bill),is grow- 
ing near for the Omaha Univer- 
sity administration. And, ac- 


cording to Dean of Student Per- 


Sonnel Donald Pflasterer, the 
decision will be based on the in- 
terest shown in the program by 
OU students within the next 
twoweeks, 

Pfiasterer said a decision 
must be submitted to the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare, the administrators 
of the program, before Decem- 
ber 19. The Dean noted the ad- 
ministration wants to see how 
much student interest there is in 
the program before giving HEW 
an answer. 

Pflasterer said there are three 
requirements for the program: 
The applicant must be a full- 
time student; must be in good 
academic standing and; must 
show a need. ; 

The Dean said the last re- 
quirement, the need, will be 
hard to determine. The pro- 


gram says a student, in a fam-. 
ily with a yearly income of less 


than..$3,000, is eligible. Howev- 


er, FPfiasterer questioned the eli-' 


gibility of a self-supporting stu-' 
dent, either living at home or in 
his own residence, with a yearly 
income of $8,000 dollars or less. 
The Dean said this question and 
several others are still unan- 
swered and should be made clear. 
to the administration shortly. 
Pflasterer said it is his under-. 


.standing the program is directed 


to stimulate and promote part-. 
time employment of students in 
institutions of higher education 


_who are from low income fam- 


ilies. He noted although the pro- 
gram allows for both on and off,. 
campus work programs, OU: is 
only interested in the on-campus 


‘program at this time. 


Pflasterer- said. department 
heads are currently being polled 
on what types of. jobs are avail- 
able for student employment, 

Clerical, custodial, exam grad- 
ing and maintenance work are 
a few of the jobs Pflasterer 
mentioned that: could be filled 


by students, 


Students, according’. to . the 
Dean would be limited. to 15 
hours of work per week during. 


the school year with a maxi- 


mum of 40 hours per week dur- 
ing vacations and summer ses- 
sions. He said the students 
would be paid the “going” rate 


‘for . Services rendered to the 
university. 


(The bill emphat- 
ically states employees now en- 
gaged by the institutions would 
not be replaced in their jobs by 


students taking advantage of 


the program.) Me. ck om 
Pflasterer said funds from: 
the program have already been 
allocated to the State of Ne-. 
braska, but couldn’t say how 
much OU would receive .if it en-: 
rolled in the project.-He noted. 
the university .would act. only, 
as an administrator and alloca- 
tor. if it accepts the program.

It. is renew- 
wable annually for full-time stu- 
dents onthe basis of good aca- 
demic standing. .

high school: graduates in. the 
Greater Omaha area upon rec- 
ommendations of principals.
